Student  Excavators 
Unearth  Relics  in 
Aged  Indian  Mound 


Excavation  of  an  ancient  Indian 
mound  on  the  shores  of  Utah  lake  near 
Provo  containing  numerous  relics 
was  begun  Saturday  by  a party  of 
Y students  working  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Dr.  Albert  B.  Reagan,  special 
professor  of  anthropology  at  the 
Young. 

Evidence  was  produced  that  the 
mound  had  been  inhabited  by  the 
Pueblo  Indians  in  about  600  A.  D.,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Reagen.  The  excavator 
stated  that  'the  mound  had  been  oc- 
.cupied  at  different  times  by  at  least 
three  different  tribes,  including  the 
Ute,  Shoshones  and  another  tribe  as 
yet  unidentified. 

The  ; mound  is  about  seven  feet 
deep  and  50  feet  in  diameter.  The  up- 
per layer,  which  is  about  three  feet 
thick,  contains  many  pieces  of  pot- 
tery, arrow  points,  and  bone  awls 
which  have  been  identified  with  the 
Ute-Shoshone  tribes. 

The  party  removed  about  nine  tons 
of  earth  at  their  first  visit,  and  will 
continue  excavation  until  the  mound 
has  been  completely  uncovered,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Reagan.  He  estimates 
that  four  or  five  more  days  of  digging 
will  be  necessary.
